How many of the three hundred or 
more employes in the building, in 
which was stored approximately 30,- 
000 shells, escaped Is almost lieyond 
coneeption as there was scarcely a 
fragment of the structure ipfi intact. 
KIre .\dds to Horror 
Fire added to the horror and most 
of the bodies were so hadily charred 
that Identification was impossible. 

In the absence of any official state- 
ment many conjectures as to the 
cause of the explosion were at hand.

C. S. BOARD OF Ml'MTIO>'S IS ES- 
TABLISHED 



Washington, April a— Creation of 
a OeAeral Munitions Board was an- 
no unoed today by the Council of Na- 
tional Defense. It will be beaded by 
Frank A. Scott, a Cleveland manu- 
facturer, and will be charged with 
supplying the army and iui\y with 
munitions and equipment. One of 
ita chief {unctions will be to decide 
between the country's military and 
industrial needs. 

The board's establishment puts in- 
to the hands of a group of army and 
navy oOoers and Industrial leaders 
virtually the same task given the 
British minister of munitions. It cre- 
ates machinery for a government de- 
partment of munitions with its head 
a cabinet member, if the conduct of 
the war, brings the need. Active mil- 
itary and naval participation In the 
oonfllct, many believe, will produce 
that necessity. 

Twenty men, fifteen of them army 
and navy officers, maiie up the t>oard. 
Besides Mr. Scott, Its olvllian mem- 
bers are: Bernard M. Baruch, How- 
ard B. Cofdn, .TutluB Rosenwald and 
Dr. Franklin Martin. From the army 
there are Drigadier-Generai Thomas 
Cruse, Colonel F. D. Hodgson, Col- 
onel H. Fisher, Licuteant-Colonel J. 
B. HoSer, Major P, B. Pierce, Major 
Charles Wallace and Captain A. D. 
Barker; and Trom the navy Rear Ad- 
n'lrnl H. H. Ronsseau. Hear Admiral 
W. S. ("happH. Commander I(. H. 
Leigh. Commander T. A. Kearney, Dr. 
R. C. Holcomb, Paymaster J. Han- 



cock, Lieutenant W. B. Lemly and L. 
Mcllowe. 

Mr. Scott is one of the country's 
leading experts on monltlona produc- 
tion. Other civilian members have 

had much to do with supplying the 
Allies with supplies. Most of the ar- 
my and navy members are experts on 
rountlons standards and manufac- 
ture. They were designated by^de- 
iiartmental and bureau chiefs. 

The t)oard will be expected to equip 
and .iriu fortes ealled into service, 
said the Defense Council's announce- 
ment, with the least possible disar- 
rangement of normal Industrial po- 
sitions or Interference with ship- 
ments to the Bntente Allies. Its tm- 
ii'iMliate efforts will be directed to- 
\vard co-ordinating army and navy 
purchases, and in assisting in ac- 
euiremcnt of raw materials for manu- 
facture. It will study the country's 
manufacturing facilities, and will es- 
tablish precedence in army and navy 
orders. 

"It is not intended," said the Coun- 
( il's announcement, "that the new 
board shall have the power to issue 
purchase orders or to bind the gov- 
ernment In contracts for purchases. 
These things will be continued to 
hv done by the respective central de- 
jiarlmentB." 

In the nearly three years the war 
has raged in Burope, the United 
States experts say, has through fur- 
nishing munitions to the Allies, put 
Itself In position to pour across the 
Allanlie a sreat <i»antity of explo- 
sives, and at the same time supply 
all the needs of America's army and 
navy.

FARM PRICES .VAY BE FIXEII 

St. Louis, Mo., April 9 — An appeal' 
to Congress to fix a minimum price for, 
farm products and a minimum farm 
wage was urged today by expert agri- 
cuuiturists attending the conference 
called by Secretacy ot Agriculture 
Houston to consider the food problem 
that confronts the nation. 

It appeared probable that the con- 
ference would issue such an appeal to 
Congress; would call on bankers to 
loan money to (fermers to buy seed at 
low rates, and would urge farmers to 
incre^e thqlr production in every way 
possible. 

The conference was largely attend 
ed, all parts ot the country, except 
New England and the Pacific slope be 
ing represented.

The seismograpii at St. Louis I'ni- 
versity indicated that the quake was
